SUHDAT HIOHT’S DISPATCHES. 

(Army CoirevpoDdeBce of tbi AmoclaUd Presa J 
Yobktowm, May 4. — We entered the 
enemy’s works at five o’clock this morning, 
which their rear de sertod four hours before. 
Everything was found in utter confusion. 
About fifty pieces of heavy artiUery were 
left spiked; also a large amount of medical 
stores, ammunition, oamp rquipage, tents, 
and private property of the officers. A 
negro found here says tbe rebels threw 
away a large amount of ordnanoo atores 
into the river. 

Several deeerters have oome into our lines. 
One states that the rebels evaouated owing 
to the near approach of onr paraUels, and 
that they feared the enooeesof our gunboats 
in York and James rivers, which wonld out 
off their oommunioation. Gen. Johnson 
gave the order to evacuate on Thursday, 
to begin the following morning, which was 
done. Magruder, it is said, strenuously 
opposed evaouating, saying: “If they eonld 
not whip the Federals here, they could not 
any where in Virginia.” 

General Lee, rebel oommander-in-ehief, 
arrived at Yorktown on Wednesday, and 
examined MeClellan’s works minutely, after 
which it is supposed he reoommended the 
evacuation, deeming his own works unten- 
able. 

Deserters agree that their troops wtre 
much demoral' xed and disheartened when 
the order to evacuate was given, as all 
anticipated a fight there. 

The rebels had 100,000 men on the 
Peninsula, also 400 pieo«-s of field artillery. 

It is beiieved the rebels have fAllen back 
to Chiokahomiog creek, beyond Williams- 
burg, where it is expected they will make 
a stand. 

Gen. Stoneman, in eommand of a large 
foros of oavalry and artiUery, ie panning the 
enemy, and wUl probably oome up with 
their rear before night, if they remain near ^ 
WilUamsburg. 

Gunboats have passed Yorktown, and 
are now shelling the shores en their way 
up the river. Following them are a number 
of vessels loaded with troops to effect a 
landing. 

An official report, just received, says the 
enemy left eeventy.one gune in the works at 
Olouoi'sier Point. Ordaanoe stores were 
also left. 

Another deserter, just oome in, reports 
that Jeff. Davis qgimo with Lee on Wednee* 
day, and, after a oonsuitaiion with the 
prominene officers, all agreed to evaonate, 
exoept Magruder. ^ 

It is oeriain that the rebels received re- 
inforcements Thursday, by steamers from 
Richmond, but they did not disembark. 

Gee. Jo. ‘Johnson's baggage has just been 
oapiured. 

D. B. Lathrop, telegraph operator, has 
beeu mortally wounded by the explosion of 
a torpedo. 

Caibo, May 4 —Intelligence from tbe 
army before Corinth has been reoeived to 
six o’oloek last night. 

General Halleck has removed his head- 
quarters twelve miles towards the front. 
Our advance was within iwc miles of tbe 
enemy's outer works. An entire column 
was still pressing forward. Skirmishes be- 
tween our advance and the rebels are of 
daily ocourrenee, the latter making but 
slight show of resistance and then falUog 
back. 

On Thursday, four hundred Germans, 
from a Louisiana regiment, who had been 
sent out from the rebel oamp on outpoet 
duty, came into our lines in a body, with 
white flsgi on their gai>a, and gave them 
selves upas deserters 

Major General LovaU’s advanoa was at 
Qren^a, Missisaippi, fortifjfing that place, 
which is naturally a etrong position. They 
also confirm the report that Beauregard has 
been reinforced from all parts of the Gulf 
Statee, merohenia and bueloess men hav- 
iug closed their stores and fleoked to his 
standard 

No news from tbe flotilla. 

A refugee from Vicksburg, who left Mem- 
phis Thursday, eays the full partioulais of 
the fall of New Orleans have been published, 
it produced great oonsternalion ia all the 
river towns below Vioksburg. Natohet was 
almost deserted, most of the people having 
fled to the interior. 

Large numbers of rebel steamboats have 
gone up White river — for what purpose it is 
not known 

It was believed at Memphis that Farragut’s 
fleet would not oome as far up the river as 
that city. 

The s'eamer Edward Wilson was fired in- 
to on Friday night by rebel etvalry, six 
miles below Savannah, wounding five sol- 
diers. 

The gunboat Tylor having went down, 
shelled the woods, and notified the people 
in the vieiniiy that their property would be 
burned on a repetition of the occurrence. 
The river is still falling. 

Naw Yonx, May 4. — The steamer Empire 
City, from Port Royal, arrived with the 
prise steamer Neetro Signore. The Cap- 
tains and orewB of the pritae Dixie, Wave, 
and Bella are prisoners aboard the Empire 
City. 

The steamer Roanoke, from Havana on 
the 29ih alt , arrived with advioes from 
Mexico. 

The Frenoh Commissioners had stated 
that they would no longer treat with the 
present Mexican Goveritment, which they, 
style an oppressive monarohy, and that they 
shall aid and protect Almonte, as he oaifie 
OB tho express invitation of the Emperor, 
who expected to open hoetillUee between 
the allies and the Mexioan troops.
